A H a lf H o u r in th e S ig n al OfHce a t 
the G rand C en tral Depot. 
The Grand Central Depot at New York lias 
l»een newspapered a great deal, hut we can­ 
not refrain from saying a few words more 
about it. On Saturday last, by the kindness 
of Station Master Franklin, we spent half an 
hour in the signal office of glass at the north 
end of the depot, where a full view of all in­ 
coming and departing trains was obtained,and 
the thorough system of signalizing in force 
fully explained. 
About one hundred and fifty 
trains leave aud arrive at this station every­ 
day, and the departure and arrival of every 
one is controlled by the signal officer. 
This 
officer has between thirty and forty different 
telegraph signals to touch on a table at Ills 
side, and none of them are labeled. Ile touch­ 
es one, half an hour previous to the departure 
of an express train, another at twenty min­ 
utes previous to the departure of a way train, 
and the movement rings a bell in the waiting 
room, from which the passengers ore to de­ 
part. 
The doors open instantaneously, and 
the crowd of passengers can be seen making 
their way for seals in the train for which they 
have tickets. 
He then touches a key which 
causes the engineer to back his cugine into a 
position where he can be readily ordered on to 
bis train. 


At five minutes before the bour of depar­ 
ture he rings a bell in the waiting room and 
baggage room, notifying them not to check 
any more baggage, nnd not to sell any more 
tickets, and when the time is up he strikes a 
key to close the doors, and no more passen­ 
gers can enter for that train.

If the officer In charge 
sees that every thing Is clear for the train, he 
allows It to run in; if otherwise, he throws 
out a flying signal at Fiftieth street, which 
will stop the train until it is ready for the en­ 
trance to the“Graud CentrafDepot.” The de­ 
parture and arrival of trains so frequently, 
without the least delay or accident, is a mar­ 
vel, and it is almost wholly dependent upon 
the signal officer. 
With tho present arrange 
ment and competent officers in charge, an ac­ 
cident to an incoming or outgoing train is sn 
Impossibility. The passengers can sit com­ 
fortably in their seats and not fear auy jar or 
collision, as the telegram flies at lightning 
speed and the electric signals give fair warn 
lug of the arrival of every train.— Nmr Horen 
Register.

A H a lf H ou r in the S ig n a l O ffice a t 
the G ran d C e n tra l Depot. 
The Grand Central Depot at New York has 
been newspapered a great deal, but we can­ 
not refrain from saying a few words more 
about it. On Saturday last, by the kindness 
of Station Master Franklin, we spent half an 
hour in the signal office of glass at the north 
end oí the depot, where a full view of all in­ 
coming and departing trains wa3 obtained,and 
the thorough system of signalizing in force 
fully explained. About one hundred and fifty 
trains leave aud arrive at tljis station every 
day, and the departure and arrival of every 
one is controlled by the signal officer. This 
officer has between thirty aud forty different 
telegraph signals to touch on a table at hi3 
side, and none of them are labeled. He touch­ 
es one, half an hour previous to the departure 
of an express train, another at twenty min­ 
utes previous to the departure of a way train, 
and the movement rings a bell in the waiting 
room, from which the passengers are to de­ 
part. The doors open instantaneously, and 
the crowd or passengers can be seen making 
their way for seats in the train for which they 
have tickets. He then touches a key which 
causes the engineer to back hi3 engine into a 
position where he can be readily ordered on to 
his train. 
At five minutes before the hour of depar­ 
ture he rings a bell in the waiting room and 
baggage room, notifying them not to check 
any more baggage, and not to sell any more 
tickets, and when the time is up he strikes a 
key to close the doors, and no more passen­ 
gers can enter for that train. He strikes a 
signal winch throws up a letter, either X, for 
the Harlem; Z, for the Hudson River, or Y, 
for the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Road, at the same time rings a bell beside the 
engine, which notifies the engineer to back 
down. He then touches a key to ring a bell 
notifying the brakeman to couple on, and at 
the time of starting strikes a bell, aud the 
All aboard” of the conductor is simulta­ 
neously heard. As soon as the train starts 
this officer makes a record of the departure, 
and immediately telegraphs to Mott Haven 
that such a train has left, with so many cars, 
and after raising signals at Fifty-Third and 
Fifty-Sixth streets, so that no incoming trains 
shall interfere, his duties with the outgoing 
train are ended. 
Of incoming trains he had also perfect con­ 
trol. Whenever a train passes the Junction 
near Mott Haven, the operator there tele­ 
graphs where it is from, how many cars, and 
the time it passed. At Ninety-sixth street 
the train strikes a signal which sets a bell 
ringing in the signal office, which continues 
until the train reaches Seventy-sixth street, 
and then ceases. At Sixty-first street another 
signal is struck which rings a bell at the sig­ 
nal office, which rings until the traiu arrives 
at Fifty-sixth street. If the officer in charge 
sees that every thing is clear for the train, he 
allows it to run in; if otherwise, ho throws 
out a flying signal at Fiftieth street, which 
will slop the train until it is ready for the en­ 
trance to lhe“Graud CentrafDepot.” The de­ 
parture and arrival of trains so frequently, 
without the least delay or accident, is a mar­ 
vel, and it is almost wholly dependent upon 
the signal officer. With the present arrange 
ment and competent officers in charge, an ac­ 
cident to an incoming or outgoing train is an 
impossibility. The passengers can sit com­ 
fortably in their seats and not fear any jar or 
collision, as the telegram flies at lightning 
speed and the electric signals give fair warn­ 
ing of the arrival of every train.— New Horen 
Register. 


T lie W a y s o f W riters. 
James T. Fields, In his now lecture on “Fic­ 
tion and its Eminent Authors,” has the follow­ 
ing concerning the habits of novel writers:— 
Hawthorne waited for moods, and mounted 
his tower stairs for composition only when tlio 
fit was on him. Dusky processions constantly 
moved about him as he walked his piuy hill­ 
top, but his characters rarely spoke to him un­ 
til he hatt locked his study door and shut out 
all ingress from the world of living beings.— 
Anthony Trollope, whose novels Hawthorne 
greatly delighted in, writes every day regu­ 
larly. when he is engaged ou a uew story, a 
given number of manuscript pages before 12 
o’clock, aud smiles at the idea of waiting un­ 
til he “feels like writing,” as it is called.— 
Thackeray was constantly studying character, 
and his observation was unceasing. His eyes 
were alert in the street, in the club, in society, 
everywhere. I remember oue evening he 
whispered to me in a brilliant drawing-room: 
How I envy you fellows who are not in my 
line and are not obliged to utilize profession­ 
ally all the fine creatures for your next novel." 
Dickens was at one time so taken possession 
of by the characters of whom he was writing 
that they followed him everywhere, and would 
never let him be alone a moment. He told me 
that when he was writing the “Old Curiosity 
Shop” the creatures of his imagination' so 
haunted him that they followed him every­ 
where, and would never allow him to sleep or 
eat in peace; that Little Nell was constantly 
at his elbow, no matter where he mignt hap­ 
pen to be, claiming his attention aud demand­ 
ing hi3 sympathy, as if jealous when he spoke 
to any one else. When he was writing “Mar­ 
tin Chuzzlewit,” Mrs. Gamp kept him in such 
paroxysms of laughter by whispering to him 
in the most inopportune places—sometimes 
even in church—that he was compelling to 
fight her off by main force when he did not 
want her company, and threaten to have noth­ 
ing more to do with her, unless she could be­ 
have better and come only when she was 
called

New York 
city. 
Similar embarrassments were foreshad­ 
owed by numerous telegrams from western 
postmasters on Saturday, but they generally 
report to-day that the banks have resumed 
currency payments. 
The Patent Office to-day refused to receive 
payments of foes iti certified cheeks except 
upon banks willing to cash them. 
It is supposed that the falling-off iu internal 
revenue receipts to-day as compared with 
last Monday, namely,$200, 000, is mainly if not 
altogether attributable to the scarcity of cur­ 
rency for remittances.

There were drawn from the Freedman’s and 
Washington City Savings Bank within ten 
days $675,000 and from other banks in this 
city about $800.000.

THE FINANCIAL 1'ROSPECT AT CHICAGO.

The Union National, Cook County National 
and National Batik of Commerce opened their 
doors and resumed business as usual this 
morning and although they have paid out con­ 
siderable money there is nothihg that can lie 
called a run upon either of them, while there 
have been considerable deposits made.

Tills view of the situation is based upon inter­ 
views with a number of prominent bankers 
and business men. 
CLEARING HOUSE ASSOCIATION AT LOUISVILLE. 


L o u is v il l e, Sept. 29.—A majority of the 
banks formed a Clearing House Association 
yesterday and resolved to suspend paying cur­ 
rency in large amounts. 
The banks that sus­ 
pended on Saturday are making arrangements 
to enter the Clearing House Association. The 
Bank of Kentucky declined to go into the 
association and continues to meet demands 
made upon it at its counter. 
There is no run 
upon it. 
There is uo excitement in financial 
circles and the action of the Clearing House 
Association was approved of by the Board of 
Trade to-day. 
Lo u isv il l e, Sept. 29.—The German banks, 
seven in number, which closed their doors on 
Saturday forenoon made application for mem­ 
bership iu the Clearing House to-day and were 
received. 
Two other banks were admitted, 
making twenty-one in all. 
The banks were 
paying out a limited amount of currency to­ 
day and merchants arc generally satisfied with 
the certified check basis. 
IIINGHAM BANK WOUND UP. 


Boston, Sept. 29.—At tho request of the 
directors of the Hingham, Massachusetts, 
National Bank the institution ha3 been closed 
by Bank Examiner Needham, who makes the 
following report: 
The loss by the defalcation of J. C. Lovett, 
Cashier, will amount to about $41,000. 
To 
meet tlie liabilities of bondholders and depos­ 
itors the bank lias deposited at Washington 
$140,000 and holds notes and other securities 
to the amount of $238,000, a large percentage 
of which will ultimately be realized on. 
De­ 
posits aud circulation amount to $211.500. 
There can be no question but that all creditors 
of the bank will be paid and a large percent­ 
age of original investments returned to the 
stockholders.

To o u r F e l l o w -C it iz e n s:— Yellow fever, 
au epidemic that has already swept away 
more than four hundred of the community, 
is still raging with unabated fury in 
oiir 
midst. 
We have now at least seven hundred 
sick of all ages, sexes, colors and nationali­ 
ties, all of whom, from the peculiar character 
of the disease, require constant and skillful 
nursing. 
In addition to this there are hun­ 
dreds of people left without a cent and w ith­ 
out employment. 
Amongst these are many 
women and little children. 
All of them must 
for the present be provided for and fed by tlie 
Howard Association, for there is no work to 
do and no money to be had.

until she had taken out eight. 
The watchers then half buried the trap in 
th* loose dirt, and for a while the devoted 
mother was in great distress about how to get 
out the last of her litter. 
But she soon found

him, throwing out the dirt eagerly as if incited 
to extra exertions by the lamentations of her 
young one.

Short brewed 
beer from bread crusts, using tin pans and 
pails for boilwrs und coolers.

Short, for iii* smartness, was 
transferred to the quarry. About three months 
ago It was noticed that many of the convicts 
and somo of the keepers iu the quarry gang 
were more or less intoxicated when they went 
in at night.

Cooper nud Schoonmaker Caso. / 
This court opened as usual in tho court room 
at 2 P. M. Monday. Mr. Marius Schoonmaker 
asked for an adjournment, and presented au 
affidavit from Chas.

Tho Worm lu Stun Sing; Prison. 
On Saturday a distillery which had been suc­ 
cessfully run iu the quarry grounds of Sing Sing 
prison by John Short, a convict, was broken 
up by Warden nubbell. John Short, daring 
Mr. Nelson’s term of office, was a hall boy in 
the prison. One day on going his rounds 
one of the keepers came on a miniature 
brewery in oue of the corridors. Short brewed 
beer from bread crusts, using tin pans and 
pails for boilers and coolers. The beer was of 
fair quality. Short, for his smartness, was 
transferred to the quarry. About three months 
ago it was noticed that many of the convicts 
and somo of tho keepers in the quarry gang 
wero more or le33 intoxicated when they went 
in at night. The prison authorities wore puz­ 
zled, and many were the devices to catch the 
smuggler of liquors, but he could not be 
found. 
On Friday nigkl one of the guards heard a 
convict talking In his cell. He listened nnd 
heard the convict say: “ I've always been a 
good friend to you; why don’t you set up 
straight ? ” The guard looked in and saw that 
the convict was addressing a pop bottle, which 
he was trying to balance on the foot of his 
iron bed. The guard took the bottle from 
him. It had the odor of whiskey, and the 
convict was drunk. Questioned by the War­ 
den, he said that he bought the whiskey from 
the quarry distillery ut $1 per bottle. Under 
a ledge, bidden by some boards, the Warden 
found John Short at work in his distillery.— 
lie had an Iron kettle boarded over, which lie 
used as a boiler. Some old barrels contained 
the mash, which was a mass of bread, corn, 
tomatoes, apples, potatoes and carrots. The 
still wai in full blast, and from an half-inch 
gas pipe, twisted into a worm, iau a good 
stream of tolerably fair spirits. 
John was 
searched and $600 was found in his possession. 
He sold bis stuff at $1 a pop bottle. The 
keepers, ho said, were good customers and 
helped him rig up his establishment. He had 
just completed arrangements to supply 3omc 
neighboring saloous with his products.— 
Short’s still produced an average of five gal­ 
lons n day.
